HAS  THE  UMBRELLA  FAD. 

Chicago  Man  Who  Carrie*  It  to  Urwtof 
Extreme*  Than  Moat  People. 

There  in  a  man  on  the  North  Bids 
who  has  the  umbrella  fad.  It  would 
hardly  be  fair  to  tell  his  name,  as  it 
was  learned  in  confidence,  and  the  fad 
mq;ht  not  bb  regarded  as  a  mere  eccen¬ 
tricity  by  Nome  people  who  have  suffer¬ 
ed  from  it  and  they  might  be  tempted 
to  complain  to  the  police.  Again,  every¬ 
body  who  has  lost  an  umbrella — and 
that  means  a  majority  of  the  people  of 
Chicago— would  look  up  hi*  address  in 
the  directory  and  sweep  down  upon  him 
with  the  hope  that  his  lost  property 
might  be  in  his  collection. 

Tlicre  are  other  men  who  have  a 
weakness  for  taking  umbrella*,  but  no 
man  is  known  to  have  carried  it  to  so 
great  an  extreme  as  this  one.  He  has  a 
collection  numbering  400  nmbrellas  of 
all  kinds.  A  good  many  cf  them  were 
bought.

Tho  umbrella  collector  does  not  maki 
any  gn  at  display  of  his  collection, 
umbrellas  are  piled  up  in  a  big  closet  in 
his  bwlmom,  and  he  very  seldom  visits 
it  Now  and  then  he  looks  over  them 
dud  counts  them  with  satisfaction.  The 

he  counted  them  there  were 
398  in  the  closet  He  has  added  a  few 
to  his  collection  since  that  time. 

In  ewryother  way  except  this  pas¬ 
sion  for  nmbrellas,  which  amounts  to  a 
mania,  the  man  is  perfectly  sane.  His 
friends  regard  him  as  a  very  clever 
man,  and  he  holds  a  responsible  posi¬ 
tion  in  a  big  wholesale  house  down 
town.  Bnt  umbrellas  are  his  weakness.

A  Pointed  Question. 

The  great  question  whether  the  use 
of  forks  is  understood  iu  Chicago  hav¬ 
ing  been  happily  settled  in  Paris,  it 
may  be  asked  in  seriousness  whether 
forks  are  not  too  much  used  in  Chicago 
and  everywhere  else.

People  of  breeding  train  their  chil¬ 
dren  to  cat  peas,  for  instanoe.  with  a 
fork,  tabooing  the  spoon  for  no  apparent 
reason  other  than  that  its  nse  would 
simplify  and  facilitate  the  operation. 
On  the  same  principle  they  ought  to  eat 
their  peas  with  chopsticks,  as  a  China¬ 
man  could  easily  da  So  with  certain 
kinds  of  pie  and  pastry.  The  relish  is 
marred  by  the  loss  of  juices  too  thin  for 
the  fork  to  carry.  Yet  the  man  who 
values  his  social  reputation  most  not 
ask  for  a  spoon. 

The  proper  nse  of  the  silver  fork 
might  be  better  understood  if  it  were 
regarded  as  a  modified  shovel  with  lim¬ 
itations  imposed  by  its  slits.  For  solids 
it  is  an  excellent  shovel.  Far  liqnids  it 
is  naturally  a  failure.  The  oouutrymau 
who  on  his  first  visit  to  a  oity  hotel 
asked  the  water  for  a  spoon  with  no 
slits  in  it  was  no  legitimate  subject  of 
ridicula  He  was  an  impartial  critic, 
being  without  the  prejudice  of  habit  ot 
tradition.

Perhaps  there  has 
been  in  particular  cases  ground  for  such 
Complain  ta,  but  the  cases  have  been 
few.  Manifestations  of  rudeness  and 
passion  are  inexcusable  in  a  judge.  He 
most  be  deferential  if  he  expects  defer¬ 
ence.  He  should  be  patient  and  even 
tempered,  for  the  case  is  sore  to  go  hit 
way  in  his  own  court.  And,  on  the  t#. 
er  hand,  the  bar  should  always  give  its 
powerful  aid  to  support  the  influence  of 
the  courts,  for  the  judicial  department 
is  the  keystone  of  our  government  and 
assaults  upon  it  threaten  the  whole 
structure  of  the  Stately  arch.’’

ment  very  seldom  pay*.  That  ia  to 
•ay — if  you  have  never  advertised  be¬ 
fore  in  a  certain  paper,  it  wiU  take 
aome  little  time  fbr  its  readers  to  get 
acquainted  with  you,  and  until  they 
do,  don’t  expect  much  return.  There 
are  occasioned  exception*,  of  course, 
but  they  are  few  and  far  between. 
It  is  the  systematic,  persistent  effort 
that  pays  in  advertising  as  in  every¬ 
thing  else.  In  taking  medicine  the 
regularity  of  the  dose  b  almost  as 
important  as  the  drag  itself. 

For  that  reason  the  columns  of  the 
newspaper  offer  the  very  beet  medium 
for  business  announcements. 

For  that  reason,  programme*  and 
wall  hangers  and  scheme*  of  all  aorta, 
from  an  industrial  write-up  of  the 
town  to  a  picture  card,  are  never 
effective.  It  may  be  well  enough  to 
indulge  in  a  pretty  novelty  occasion¬ 
ally,  if  you  are  using  alllbe  spans  yo* 
need  iu  the  papers. 

I  have  been  a  publisher  of  pro¬ 
grammes  and  of  other  "schemes” — I 
have  advertised  in  them,  and  in  my 
experience  on  bot“h  sides  of  the  fence 
I  hsve  never  heard  or  known  ol  a 
•ingle  advertisement  in'  a  uiediuiu(T) 
of  that  kind  that  paid. 

The  newspaper  goes  into  the  house 
v  bristling  with  intelligence,  brimful  of 
the  news  of  the  world,  sparkling  with 
the  daily  doings  of  the  oommunity. 
If  ite  advertisers  are  Mvake  to  tbei 
opportunities,  it  contains  bnsineaar 
news  of  value  to  every4  reader,  for  it 
pays  to  read  advertisments. 

Save  money  on  your  advertising  if 
*  you  can,  of  course,  bul  save  it  in  the 
right  way.  Cut  off  tittle  leaks— the 
programmes,  the  bills  of  fare,  tha 
directories,  the  wall  charts,  the  pages 
in  “souvenirs.”  Cut  Mem  all  off  add 
3  flu^d  your  trade  won’t  ever  feel  the 
difference.  Cut  off  this  ioconaequen- 
ttal  papers,  if  you  hsv«  to,  bat  always 
teejfyotir  ad  in  your  beat  papers  big 
enough  to  do  you  iustioe.  It  is 
better  to  convince  a  fear  people  than 
to  talk  to  many. 

Membership  in  chupehas  and  dobs 
and  societies,  the  giving  of  social  en¬ 
tertainments,  public  chanty— all  these 
things  and  more  are  advertising,  but 
greater  and  broader  and  better  aad 
easier  than  all  these  is  newspaper 
advertising.  You  may  think  of  that 
without  thinking  of  the  other  pises, 
but  no  scheme  of  pufaficity  is  complete 
without  the  new*  pa  per
